Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 10 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art, considered individually and in 
combination, fail to teach a method of forming porous particles where an aqueous 
suspension is formed of composite particles comprising at least a first material that is 
not soluble in supercritical carbon dioxide and a second material that is soluble in 
supercritical carbon dioxide, wherein the first material is a solid selected from the group 
consisting of pharmaceuticals, biodegradable polymers, biological agents and 
combinations of two or more thereof, and the second material is a solid selected from 
the group consisting of lipids, waxes, polymers, sugar acetates and fluorocarbons and 
forming aqueous suspension of porous particles comprising the first material suspended 
in water, the porous particles have an aerodynamic size range of from about 0.5 to 
about 5 microns and a geometric volume diameter of from about 1 to about 20 microns.
